es food for consumption on his or her own 
behalf or on behalf of others. 

(3) ‘Family’ means a group of persons who are 

joint in mess and under one head or mana- 
ger. 

(4) ‘Shop’ means a place of business dealing jin 

preparation or supply of articles of food. 

(5) ‘Establishment’ means a hotel, restaurant, cafe, 

canteen, dhaba, etc. 

(6) ‘Food’ means preparation of one or more articles 

containing wheat, rice, jawar, bajra, barley 
or maize or any admixture thereof. 

3. (a) No person shall, on occasions of marriages or 
funeral, make or prepare or cause to he made or prepared 
or possess food to feed treat or distribute amongst more 
than fifty persons excluding the persons forming the 
family of the host. 

(b) No person shall, on functions other than a mar- 
riage or funeral make or prepare or cause to be made or 
prepared or possess food to feed treat or distribute 
amongst more than twenty-five persons including the 
members of the family of the host. 

4. There shall be no restriction on the number of 
guests to be entertained so long as in addition to liquid 
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refreshments the foods served are nuts, fruits-frosh and| 
or dried potato-chips and (preparation of gram or gram 
products, sweet potatoes, bananas, tapioc and ground 
uut-cake-flour with gnr, salt andjor ghee) oil or vegetable 
oil products. 

5. Permits for rationed articles may be granted for 
any function for one meal on occasions of funeral and 
for two meals on occasion of marriage by the Controller 
of Rationing. 

6. Any officer of the Police or Rationing Department 
not below the rank of a Sub-Inspector or any Revenue 
Official not below the rank of Naib Tehsildar may:— 

(1) investigate into a ca.se of contravention of any 

of the provisions of this order and for that 
purpose examine any person or summon him 
before himself for such examination. 

(2) inspect or cause to be inspected or order the 

production before himself or any book or 
other document belonging to or under the 
control of any person, 

(3) enter and search any premises, vehicles, vessels 

or aircrafts or authorise any person not 
below the rank of a Bub-Inspector to enter 
and search any premises, vehicles, vossels nr
